Tue telegrams we publish to-day bring 
us nearer a fair and full understanding 
of the great question of the Afghan dif. 
ficulty. ‘Lhe City people are much re- 
assured by the defencés now under con- 
struction, and somo who fled ‘at ‘our first 
approach have recently returned to their 
houses under the provisions of the gene- 
ral amnesty, which are coming to be 
easily and perfectly, understood. _Pro- 
bably, says a Military correspondent, 
writing to one of our contemporaries, 
“as many as ono half the inhabitants of 
Afghanistan would at once declare for 
us, if they were convinced that we 
intend to remain to protect them from 
the: consequences of their’ preference.” 
We have not the slightest doubt this 
faithfully represents the: feeling of a 
large number of the people of Affhauis- 
tan. ‘The Kandahar people would por- 
haps'be more ready thun any other to 
accept our rule ; the traders with India 
would find it.to their undoubted advan- 
tage wero we to, retain Afphanistan in 
the fullest sense of the word. We can- 
uot withdraw now, and there is no rea- 
son to believe that, theresis the slightest 
intention 6f doing anything of the kind. 
With our well-known penchant for pre- 
serving’ clear roads, improving every 
means of communication, and fostering 
trade on every hand, with our railway 
to Kandahar alrendy almost completed, 
and our, schemes well understood for’ 
maintaining regular communication with 
our strongholds in the north west, the 
trading classes would lave great reason 
to deplore our departure from Afghan 
and jits reversion to native rule. ‘Ile 
plans of Government, so far as they aro 
known, point to the straightforward and
